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Chestnut Street is a Wandering Way 


There are, in Wilmington, 
several streets which wander ali 
over the place, in the process of 
dodging rocks, and in ancient 
times, fording brooks. ‘They may 
have been pleasant streets along 
which to ride, in the days of horse 
and carriage, but today’s vehicles 
are a little faster, and a little more 
accident prone. 

The Town Engineers of 
Wilmington are aware of this, and 
over the years there has been ef- 
fort at improvement. There is 
talk, knowing talk, of ‘‘sight dis- 
tances”’ and things like that, as im- 
provements are planned for the 
highways and byways. But first 
the engineer has to know exactly 
what he is talking about. 

So student engineers are sent out 
to make surveys. They come, 
generally, from Northeastern 
University, and are called Co Op 
Students, who study for a few 
months, and then go out and get a 
few months of practical ex- 
perience. It is a good way for a 
willing person to make his way 
through college. 

One street that wanders all over 
the place is Chestnut Street. In 
one instance, near Burlington 
Avenue, a car can be driven 
through’a house +'the home, 150 
years ago, of Simeon Butters and 
family. ‘Simeon has long since 
gone, and so is the curve, but the 
houSe is still there, and a driver 
who is not alert can end up in the 
living room of that home. 

The job of straightening out a 
street is not simple. The Planning 
Board, generally, approves of a 
plan and recommends it to the 
selectmen. They in turn consider 
the problem, and if they approye it 
there has to be a vote in the Town 
Meeting. Both the Selectmen and 
the Town Meeting must approve, 
and the Selectmen have the power 
of approving of plans even if the 
Planning Board should vote 
against it. 

But first the Town Engineer has 
to make the plans. 

Last spring the Town Engineer 
sent a couple of Co Op Students 
down to Chestnut Street to survey 
it 

The boys didn't know exactly 
why they were surveying. They 
had a job to do, orders to follow, 
and that’s what they were doing. 
So when the neighbors asked 
questions they got no answers, 
even if the young fellow was sur- 
veying a line across someone's 
septic disposal system. 

To have someone, seemingly an 
engineer, go through your sewage 
field and not be able to tell why he 
is doing it isn’t exactly the best 
way to promote peace of mind 

In due time plans were 
prepared, and put up on the wall in 
the Town Hall if anyone wanted to 
look at them. 

There were two plans. One, with 
a lot of yellow color, proposed to

join together Marion Street and 
Chestnut Street, and thus get rid of 
a car tangling situation where 
those two streets simultaneously 
join up with Burlington Ave. The 
other plan, in not so vivid colors, 


proposed to do away with that 
curve at the Simeon Butters home. 

Then the Warrant for the Town 
Meeting was prepared. Today 
there are a lot of people who get 
the warrant. It used to be that one 


went down to the Fire Station to 
read it. There, in the warrant, was 
a proposal for changing Chestnut 
Street. It was enough to intrigue 
any resident of that wandering 
way.

It took a while to get 
past that yellow and other colors 
plan - but the people of Chestnut 
Street wanted no part of that. 
Finally they were voting on the 
proposal to get rid of that curve - 
call it Simeon's Curve. 


It was Bob Casey's day, ata 


planations, to the residents, to 
each other. Finally Bob Casey 
spoke up. He lives on Chestnut 
Street. 

The people are confused, Bob 
said. He was understating the 
case. 

It took forty minutes, but there 
will be another hearing. It will be 
on February 26th at 8 pm and it 
will be for the purpose of getting 
rid of Simeon’s Curve. 

Furthermore, and it is now 
clear, the Selectmen were not try- 
ing to cheat anyone, or even dig up 
anyone’s lawn without a propér 
town vote.

Otto Bischoft was 
coachman for 
Fred Roberts 


Otto F. Bischoff of Burlington 
Ave., Wilmington who died last 
Wednesday in Winchester Hospital

he was a retired salesman for the

A native of Chelsea, he is sur- 
vived by a son, Frederick B.

Fred Roberts, a prominent 
chocolate manufacturer in the 
days before World War I, who 
made Apollo chocolates, was the 
first employer of Otto Bischoff. 
Fred had a coachman, Harry 
Fletcher, who was the major doino 
of the Roberts domain - a big stone 
house which still stands on 
Burlington Avenue, and sixty 
acres of land. The house was built 
by Dinny McLaughlin of Woburn, 
the grounds were designed by A. 
Chandler Manning, a Wilmington 
landscape architect, and Herb 
Barrows planted the trees, on that 
sixty acres where Chandler Man- 
ning wanted them to be. Harry 
Fletcher handled the payrolls, and 
drove Fred Roberts around in one 
of the coaches. 

Otto went to work as an assistant 
to Harry Fletcher, driving a 
coach, and doing odd jobs. After a 
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volunteer efforts are gratefully accepted at 
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few years, with the U.S. in World 
War I, Otto enlisted in the US Ar- 
my, Company B, 14th Engineers, 
as a Wagoneer. and served in 
France. 

When Otto got out of the Army, 
in 1919 he returned to work for 
Fred Roberts, and became the 
driver of the Roberts automobiles. 
Fred had a Stanley Steamer, to be 
used to get him to Wells Beach, in 
Maine, where there was a summer 
cottage. Otto drove that Stanley 
Steamer. But it had to stop too 
many times for water, and Fred 
turned it back to the manufac- 
turer, to buy a Packard twin six. 

Otto would meet Fred at the 
Wilmington depot, every evening, 
when Fred returned from his 
chocolate factory at Sullivan 
Square, and Otto would drive Fred 
to his home on Burlington Avenue. 

In the summer time Fred would 
instead go to the North Wilmington 
station on Friday night, where he 
would be met by Otto, and there 
would be a four hour drive to Wells 
Beach, Maine. Four or five am on 
Mondays Fred and Otto would get 
up. get into the twinsix Packard, 
and head for Wilmington, so Fred 
could go back to the chocolate fac- 
tory. 

The summer place, in Maine. It 
was called a cottage, but it must 
have been of good size. Troops of 
Wilmington Girl Scouts would go 
there in the summer, and sleep on 
the front porch. 

Otto drove Fred to Wells Beach 
for two summers, then Fred 
retired. He sold the business, and 
in 1920 he died. 

Otto then became a salesman, a 
job held down for the rest of his 
life.

A LAST MINUTE DECISION - AGAIN: Last Thursday for the second time this year, school was called off 
because of snow, but the announcement was held up until many students had started for school. 


Dear Larz: 

Your write up on water mains 
for the industrial area sounds 
good, but with your root searching, 
better get at it. 

This hits us hard, 1600 feet on 
right of way (private for three 
properties) plus 539 foot street 
frontage. 

No exemptions on water mains 
already in for industrially zoned 
property for larger pipe installed. 

They want 30 to 35 feet easement 
over right of way for water 
maintenance. This means road to 
our back woods, where we were 
the victim of wood stealing last 
year. . 

We told bill for betterments 
could be put over a ten year period 
with interest. Least payment per 
foot would be $15.50 for each side 
of pipe. If road straightened we 


could have full asséssment of pipe 
New England power lines c1 

at angle on this road making it 
more than 250 feet width of right of 
way. No water takers on that 
length. No building allowed on 
that lease in 1935 or now. 

We have owned this property 
since 1928 now at 68 and 69 years of 
age. we faced with heavy real es- 
tate taxes plus this. We never ask- 
ed the town for help when we rais- 
ed our large family. Now 
someone's dream for future need, 
to put this misery of road, plus the 
costs to us ‘seems a nightmare to 
face. 

One can want to sell, but one 
can’t find buyers too plentiful, way 
the economy is today. 

Our industrial neighbors put 
their own water in, wells, and 
don't want this assessment either. 
They said so at hearing. Charles 
River Breeding Lab, only one now 
who could use it on backland. 

If pipe was moved up street it 
would avoid New England power 
line making takers on all area of 
pipe footage. if needed and wanted 
at future date. 

Our young families, taxes, plus 
out of work, they can't take costs 
to taxes, like this. Why force this 
on to make them lose homes. 


You must remember what 
happened to taxes on Neilson farm 
in depression. _ Town wouldn't 
lower taxes on it till sold at way 
reduced costs. Do we want this 
hardship on many of our citizens 
today, to happen again. 

Let industries assume costs if 
water needed, as they used to. Let 
town give tax relief to some eftend 
to them to assume water costs. 
‘This would hurt all much less, I'm 
sure ‘ 

Just hope I've given you food for 
thought.

@ record. The only thing that can be 
Fd done is study that information which 
vu is known, and to deduce the rest. Part 
‘z of the record is written, part is 
F folklore. The written record, it must 
© be said, is scanty. 

The men of the Wilmington Com- 
pany of Minutemen did march. They 
took part in the battle at Meriam’s 
corner, along with Minutemen from 
Reading and from Billerica. All three 
towns had companies in the Second 
Regiment of Foot, Middlesex County. 
This is all in the record, together with 
the names of the Commanders. 
Wilmington’s commander was Cap- 
tain Cadwallader Ford, Jr., he who, 
had signed the Wilmington Resolves 
three years previously with large 
letters, in a manner that was to be 
surpassed on the Declaration of 
Independence by John Hancock. 

Cadwallader lived in the home on 
Salem Street that is now that of John 
Brooks. His father-in-law was the 
minister, the Rev. Isaac Morrill, the 
man who, it can be guessed, wrote the 
Wilmington Resolves, which were 
then voted in Town Meeting, and con- 
stitute a magnificent document in the 
history of this country. 

Prior to the beginnings of the 
struggle that led to the independence 
of the United States there had been, 
for about 150 years, companies of 
militia, called the Trayned Band, in 
Massachusetts. The Colony was not 
unarmed. It had, not prominent but 
active, a military background worthy 
of respect - this because of the long 
struggle with the natives, and with the 
French, to the north.

The Road to Battle 


In the years just prior to the 
struggle for independence this had 
become resolved in each County hav- 
ing half a dozen or more regiments, 
all with officers loyal to the King. 
Any other loyalty would have been un- 
thinkable. 

Middlesex County, 
happenstance, had all its regiments 
centered on Concord, which was a 
shire town. The First Regiment of 
Foot had a company in Lexington, and 
more companies in the towns souther- 
ly from Lexington. The Second Regi- 
ah of Foot had a company in Bed- 
ord, and more companies in the 
towns easterly - Tewksbury, Billerica, 
Wilmington, Reading, Woburn and 
Stoneham. 

There was a Third Regiment of 
Foot, and a Fourth Regiment of Foot, 
and all had a company near Concord. 
Perhaps there were more. 

All were companies of what would 
today be called Militia, commanded 
by local men who swore fealty to King 
George. Every man, sixteen to sixty, 
was enrolled in one of the companies. 

Then came the Boston Tea Party, 
and other events of great historical 
import. General Gage was sent to oc- 
cupy the Port of Boston, with four 
regiments of Regulars under his com- 
mand. 

Gage was a man who was well liked 
by the people of that day. He had a 
summer home in Danvers. His wife 
was a New England girl. He fitted 
well into the social life of the Colony. 

He was.a Soldier of the King. As the 
struggle grew, little by little, he had 
to, perforce, obey the orders that 
came from London. 

Historically the change in the 
Militia system, which was hardly 
‘suspected by some, came as a result 
of the Congress at Concord, in 1774. It 
was a simple move. The companies 


by a 


were directed to eleet their own of- 
ficers. Gone, at one scratch of the 
pen, were the officers who were loyal 
to King George. In command were 
men who were loyal to the Colony, and 
only through the Colony were they 
loyal to the King. 

There was a Committee of Safety, 
and a Committee of Supply, soon to 
become only one Committee, of Safe- 
ty. 
with the Militia companies in the 
command of patriots another step was 
taken, during the fall of 1774. 

This was the organization of 
Minutemen. One third of the men in 
the Militia of any town were to be 
organized into companies of 
Minutemen, prepared to march within 
an hour of the receiving of orders. 

The organization of Minutemen was 
not instantly achieved. Some com- 
panies began organizing in December. 

January - February 1975 saw more 
companies. Wilmington organized its 
company on March 9, 1775. Like other 
Minutemen companies, they were 
required to undergo ‘10 half days of 
training.” 

They elected Cadwallader Ford Jr. 
their Commander. He was born in the 
house in which he lived 32 years 
earlier - November 27, 1743. He was, 
as it has been said, a son-in-law of the 
Rev. Isaac Morrill, of Wilmington, 
one of the most ardent of Patriots. 

Thus the Militia companies of the 
various regiments were refined into 
an elite striking force - and un- 
beknown to General Gage he was sur- 
rounded by thousands of armed 
soldiers, ready to march within the 
hour when called. 

It was all highly secretive. Noone 
wrote letters, and many of the orders 
that were passed seem to have been 
oral. To have been the possessor of 
written correspondence was to be fac- 


ed with the possibility of death, if the 
British forces were to get possession 
of those messages. 

Because of the danger, particularly 
after Concord Day, any messages in 
existance were most certainly 
destroyed. 

To get a history of events on that 
day is difficult. There are Muster 
Roles, in the State House. There are 
some narratives, told in later years. 
There are traditions which were hand- 

> ed down from father to son, and 
which, in some instances, are difficult 
to prove. 

One source of information comes 
from a Reading officer, Dr. John 
Brooks, who later was a Governor 
(1816) of Massachusetts. Dr. Brooks, 
45 years or so after Concord Day 
wrote of the events of that day. 

Another source, not so positive, is 
the tradition that the Rev. Isaac 
Morril was in Bedford, on the morning 
of Concord Day, and that he and the 
Billerica minister called on the Bed- 
ford minister, to go with them to Con- 
cord, to fight. 

The Bedford minister, according to 
Wilmington tradition, is said to have 
advised his clerical brothers that he 
preferred to stay home and pray 
Further, the tradition says, after the 
battle was over the Wilmington 
minister and the Billerica minister es- 
corted the Bedford minister to the 
British lines. 

Is there any fact in this Wilmington 
tradition? The Town Crier is not 
prepared to say so. It is an old tale, 
but it has not been definitely proven. 
Perhaps it is unfair to the Bedford 
minister, in its allegations. 

It places the Rev. Isaac Morrill in 
Bedford, before the fighting began in 
Concord.

The Reading Minutemen mustered in Reading at the cor- 
ner of West and Woburn Streets, marked with the letter D.

(Church Street, Wilmington, and probably Burlington 
Avenue were not in existance in 1775. Today they make a

Lt. Brooks of Reading placed his 
company in Bedford too, in his narra- 
tion. Quite probably the two coni- 
panies marched together. One cannot 
say positively that this was so. 

One can say, positively, that at 
Meriam’s Corner the Reading 
Minutemen, the Wilmington 
Minutemen and the Billerica 
Minutemen were in the line of battle, 
behind the stonewall. Of that there is 
no doubt. They fought again, at the 
Bloody Angle, in Lexington, against 
the retreating British. 

Of that there is no doubt. 

Now to go back to Bedford, before 
the Second Regiment troops left that 
town to cut in back of the British 
troops. 


Reading was there. Of that there is 
no doubt. Wilmington maybe. A very 
strong maybe. Likewise, Billerica, a 
very strong maybe. 

The Battle at Lexington Green was 
just a skirmish, in a greater opera- 
tion. General Gage, who was soon to 
be relieved by Lord Howe, had as a 
goal for that day the destruction of the 
Patriot supplies, stored in Concerd. 

The British knew what they were 
after. The Americans knew what the 
British were after. The only question 
was in timing - when would it happen? 

Paul Revere’s ride just did not 
“happen.’’ It was a part of the careful 
planning of the day. Paul was a Son of 


Meriam’s Corner 
started the war 


There are historians and others 
who will argue about where the 
Revolutionary War started. Lex- 
ington. and Concord Bridge are 
two favorite places, but other 
places along the Atlantic Seaboard 
can be and are named. 

The Town Crier (and others) say 
it started at Meriam’s Corner. 

The British expedition to Con- 
cord marked the first time that 
those troops fired ball (bullets) 
against the Colonials. Americans 
were killed at Lexington Green, 
and British were killed at Concord 
Bridge. When Colonel Bridge of 
the Second Middlesex, at Bedford, 
heard that the British were using 
ball at Lexington Green he un- 
derstood the significance of this. 

Lexington Green and Concord 
Bridge were skirmishes, as had 
been other previous actions. They 
could have been brushed off, by 
British and American officers, had 
they wished to do so 

Meriam's Corner was a different 
matter. That was the place from 
which there was no turning back. 

At Meriam's Corner larger 
forces, military organizations, 
stood and fired at each other. That 
was the place where the American 
Revolution, as a military opera- 
tion, began 


Twenty Seven 
Wilmington Men 


Capt. Cadwallader Ford Jr. had 
26 men under his command, on the 
way to Concord and at Meriam's 
Corner. 

The officers of the Wilmington 
Company were Lt. John Harnden, 
Sgt. William Blanchard and Sgt

had an officer status, were Nathan 
Beard, Ephriam Flagg and Ben- 
jamin Taylor.

Liberty. He was in a volunteer status. 

Other men rode that night, including 
an unknown man from Charlestown 
who alerted the companies of the Se- 
cond Regiment of Foot, from 
Stoneham to Tewksbury, and in- 
cluding Wilmington. 

It is not to be supposed that these 
messages arrived as, say bolts out of 
the blue. The Minutemen and their 
Commanders, were alert to the situa- 
tion. Lt. Brooks of Reading spent the 
day of April 18 in Boston. It is to be 
believed that on his return home he 
communicated with Cadwallader 
Ford Jr. and with other commanders. 
And, to go further, to say ‘‘it is to be 
believed” is putting the matter mild- 
ly. 
Colonel Bridge of Billerica, an ex- 
perienced soldier of the French and 
Indian War undoubtedly had plans on 
his reaction to any march of the 
British on Concord. 

Bedford was the natural place for 
him to collect his troops. He would be 
on the flank of the enemy. He could 
march in any direction to best oppose 
the British. 

There is every reason to believe 
that the companies of Reading, 
Wilmington, Tewksbury and Billerica 
had orders to march to Bedford, long 
before the day that the British march- 
ed. This was the logical move, for 
Colonel Bridge. 


Add to this the legend or tradition 
that the Wilmington and the Billerica 
ministers were in Bedford that mor- 
ning. Naturally, they had marched 
with their troops. Their men were in 
Bedford, and so were they. 

There is one more little facet of 
light. 

The Minutemen of Andover did not 
get into the fight at Concord, but it 


. Was not for the want of trying. It was 


simply that they arrived too late, four 
hours too late. They went on to 
become a part of the forces that 
beseiged Boston. 

The Minutemen of Andover march- 
ed across Tewksbury and Billerica to 
Bedford - along what is now 
Shawsheen Street, in Tewksbury. The 
street has been changed, but that, on 
the record, was their route. The most 
direct route to Bedford. 

So, Cadwallader Ford Jr. quite cer- 
tainly had similar orders. March to 
Bedford. 

He could have marched to Billerica 
and then to Bedford. But that was the 
long way around. 

He could have marched to Woburn, 
down the Andover Road, so-called, but 
that too was the long way, and the 
Woburn Minutemen did mbt march to 
Bedford. They flanked the British, at 
Concord. If Wilmington Had marched 
to or through Woburn it would have 
been in the same position, and would 


ee 


never have gotten to Meriam’s 
Corner. * 

And fight at Meriam’s Corner the 
Wilmington Minutemen did twenty 
seven of them. 

The most direct route to Bedford, 
from the Wilmington church where 
the Wilmington Minutemen mustered, 
was down Butters Row and on to the 
Road over Wood Hill, now called Mill 
Road. Mill Road is the one that goes 
through the Garden of Eden. Followed 
up past the old dam (the mill was 
working, in those days) the road led to 
a point that was near where 
Burlington Center is today - where 
stood the church of Woburn’s Second 
Parish. 

Past that church the Wilmington 
company of Minute Men marched, on 
the road to Bedford. 

And the road over Wood Hill (Mill 
Road), was definitely in existance on 
Concord Day. It was in existance in 
1665, as is attested in the Woburn 
Town Records. 

Cadwallader Ford Jr., with orders 
to march to Bedford if the British 
were to march to Concord, picked the 
shortest and easiest route. That was 
good military thinking. 

That road was via Butters Row or 
Chestnut Street to the site where the 
Apple Monument is today, and then up 
over Wood Hill by means of Mill 
Road. The evidence is conclusive.

Situation in Wilmington 


There will be a Public Meeting to discuss Solid 
Waste Disposal at 8 pm March 4, 1975, in the 
Wilmington Memorial Library 


Article 7 on the Town Meeting Warrant concerns 
the appropriation of $300,000 for the purpose of 
developing a sanitary landfill for the disposal of 
Wilmington’s solid waste. 


Article 8 concerns the appropriation of funds for 
operating the landfill. 


The many questions that have been raised by the 
residents of Wilmington indicate that the issue of the 
new sanitary landfill may not be well understood by 
the public. During the next three editions of the Town 
Crier we will attempt to explain the problem under 3 
topics; (1) WHY MOVE? (2) HOW WILL IT BE 
RUN? and (3) WHAT WILL IT COST? 


WHY MOVE? 


(1) What is wrong with our present dump? 


The present dump is not operated in accordance 
with State Department of Health Regulations with the 
result that pollution of surface water and probably 
ground water is already occuring. The ground water is 
our drinking water. The State has ordered us to stop 
violating the law and regulations. 


(2)) How was the proposal for a new land fill 
developed? ( 

A Solid Waste Disposal Committee was formed in 
December 1972 as an advisory panel to the Board of 
Selectmen. Their original purpose was to carry out in- 
vestigations and to make recommendations which 
would lead to a long range solution to Wilmington’s 
solid waste disposal problem.. 

Increasing pressure from the State Department of 
Health caused the Solid Waste Disposal Committee to 
seek professional engineering services to help solve 
the immediate problem of establishing a site and 
method of solid waste disposal that conformed to State 
Regulations. The engineering firm, of Metcalf and 
Eddy was selected to assist the Solid Waste Com- 
mittee in preparing the present proposal. 


(3) What sites were considered for the sanitary land- 
fill? 


Six sites were considered in all: the present dump, 
the proposed site adjacent to the present dump, two 
sites north of Saiem Street on the 
Wilmington/Tewksbury line, one site south of Route 
125 on the North Reading/Wilmington line, and one 
near Andover Street south of Route 125. 


(4) Why was the present site chosen? 


It is remote from centers of residential develop- 
ment. Its operation would be screened from view from 
the road. It is adjacent to the present dump so it 
shouldn’t affect land values as a dump going into a new 
area would. It has good access. Good cover material 
is available. 


(5) Will we have to buy land for the new sanitary land- 
fill? 


The proposed site is already Town-owned land and 
zoned industrial as a result of action taken at a 
previous Town Meeting. 


(6) Why not just improve the present site so that it 
complies with State regulations? 


The Town does not want to improve someone elses 
land. We asked the present dump operator if he was 
interested in fully complying with the State 
Regulations. This is very expensive. He is not in- 
terested, because of the costs involved. 


(7) Why not take the land at the present dump by emi- 
nent domain? 


* Because the cost of purchasing the land, the cost 
of hauling in fill and the State regulations (Hatch Act) 
against filling in wet lands are prohibitive. 


(8) Since the new. site is adjacent to the present site 
doesn’t it suffer the same problems? 


The proposed site is higher than the present site so 
it will not cause pollution of surface and groundwater. 
The new site will be operated as a sanitary landfill 
which means that the rubbish and garbage will be 
covered daily with fill. There is also cover material 
already available at the site. 


(9) How will the State enforce its order to improve or 
close the present dump? 


The State will levy fines ranging from $100.00 to 
3500.00 per day. If the fines are not paid the State will 
withhold grant funds which could mean a $3 million 
loss to the town. 


(10) Who pays the fines the State would levy, the Town 
or the dump owner? 


The Town would be responsible because the Town 


. licenses the operator. 


(11) What will happen to the present dump? 


The present dump could continue to operate as a 
private dump at the discretion of the Town provided 
the owner‘took measures to correct the conditions that 
violate State Department of Health Regulations. 
Otherwise it would close down. 


(12) How long will the new sanitary landfill be usable? 


It has been estimated that the proposed site would 
be usable as a sanitary landfill for about nineteen 
years. 


(13) What will happen to the land after it is filled? 


After the site’s capacity as a sanitary landfill is 
exhausted, the site would be suitable for recreational 
or light industrial use. It is proposed that the site be 
set aside as a Town Recreational Area.
